Passing to the oast of tho last 400 ucrea 
mentioned, we come to an open country 
again, and find oursolf at the ranch of Mr. 
Quiiui ]<'nlkner, who ia at present in 
charge of a road gang at the Mission. He 
has caused his grain to be harvested and 
appears to have a good place and be in 
comfortablo circumatances. A road to 
the west <.if Ids place, leading south, 
brought lis to the valuable ranch of Mr. 
Clias. Cliriatian, who has a well cultivated 
ranch and quito comfortable^ reiidenoej 
whore his family reside. , 

His grain appeared tu usof au iak^ileilt 
yield; and home comfort was visiblel' ^Mr.

Lavislier is also entered upon 
a ranch with bright prospects. Another 
rancher, Mr. .John Labelle, is progressive. 

While Mr. P. Beset is possessed of a 
commodious house for his large family and 
occasional travelers, he has the necessary 
building* . for horses, cattle, etc. Two 
creeks run th^-ough his property. He 
entered into an arrangement with Mr. 
Chas. Lavishet> to erect 

A SAW MILL 

upon one of tho streams, the tirm being 
Beset it Lavisher. The location of the 
mill is a mile to the north, and a good 
.supply of choice logs are to bo had. Mr. 
•James Muire, an experienced millwright, 
is busy finishing the work, and' it is ex- 
pected that lumber will be turned out at 
the rate of (5,000 feat a day in another 
week. This mill will prove a great 
convenience to that part of the country 
and greatly facilitate building purposes. 
.-Vltogether the pro.spects of White valley 
are favorable. Up the valley north of 
the mill the "Vance property" lays and is 
owned by Messrs. Oirouard and Ellis, of 
Veri.nn; bay in quantity can bo cut. 

Continuing east from Mr. Boset's the 
•idjoining ranch is now owned by Hon. F. 
<!. Vernon, and goca to make uji, svith his 
other properl^y, 11,000; the fencing is said 
lo be over 40 miles, cattle in all 1,300 
and hprses over 300. jfi force was busy 
putting up hay, iiiid we" were told the 
ranch is good for 200 a Reason.

RICHARD A. PROCTOR. 

Yesterday wo announced the untimely 
death in New York city, of yellow fever, 
of Richard Anthony Proctor, the dis- 
tinguished astronomer. He was born at 
Chelsea on March 23, 1837, and in boy- 
hood was educated chiotly at home, hav- 
inir bad bad health for several years; sub- 
^eiiuenlly be[iursueil Ids studies at King's 
College, Jjoudon, and St. .John's College, 
Cambridge. He graiiualed as liord 
Wrangler in 18(J0. lie was appointed an 
Jionorary Fellow of. King's College, Lon- 
don, ill.. 1873, and f elluw of the Uoyal 
Astronomical Society, in 1866. He was 
appointed Honorary Secretary of that 
society, and editor of its Proceedings, in 
February, 1872, I)ut resigned these 
offices in November, 1873. Having anal- 
ysed results collected by the Herschela, 
Struve, and others, and carried out ii 
aeries of original researcboH, including the 
constmctiiMi of a chart of ;i2-t,()(J0 atars, 
Mr. Proctor was led to a new theory of 
the structure oE the stellar universe; in- 
veativutod .the cotiditions of the transits 
4>f 'vCuusinl874 and.lS82, and published 
uany illiistrative'chartB. He maintauied, 
on theoreticail'gri^uiidsi iu 1809, the suice 
(established t'heoiry of* the solar ooronii, 
and also that of the inner complex sol;ir 
atmosphere afterwards discovered by 
Young of America. The famous book, 
^'Otlier worlds than t>ur.s," appealed in 
1870, and from that lime iio has been the 
most ])o|)ular and i>rolilie of acientitic 
writeis. He lectured in all the principal 
town of Victoria, New South Wales, 
South Australia, Tasmania and New Zea- 
land. . He started KuotUedge as a weekly 
.journal- in 1881, but altered it to the 
monthly form in 1855. Siiico 1878 he 
lias published several volumes of essays 
«u scieuti6c and general snbjeet.s, two 
treatises on "Whist," and one .in 
" Strength and Mappiness.." Ho was 
«ite of nature's noblemen, an earnest 
scholar, and withal an unassuni 
ing, modest gentleman, who ba.s gone 
down the years beloved and honored by 
his feJlownu'u. Ilia life was a living wit 
• les.i that t he highest knowledge of science 
is not only not incnnipatible with but an 
essential part of the Christian religion. 
Mourned by all, he has gone to the re- 
ward which at last conies to those who 
have well and worthily spent the days of 
this mortal Ufe.
